RESUMPTION OF NORMAL 
TRAFFIC. EXPECTED 


FOREIGNERS SAFE

Making no attempt whatsoever to

of Canton ten days ago is not only 
on the run but has also given up 
the only port of their province, 
Wuchow, on the West River. 


From Wuchow, the following 
wireless report was sent down 
yesterday:— 7 3 

“The situation here is still 
quiet, but the Kwangsi troops 
have evacuated the city and the 

Nationalist troops coming up here 

along the West River have been 

asked to take over.” 

Wuchow has seen several drama- 
tie changes of Inte. First of all the 
Cantonese went up as friends to 
resist the Ironsides, who wheeled 
into Kwangtung, instead. Then the 
Kwangsl-ites preferred to join the 
rebellious Tronsides and made a 
surprise turn on the Cantonese, The 
Cantonese thereupon withdrew from 
Wuchow, the inhabitants of which 
forthwith invited the Kwangsi-ites 
to take control. 


' Then the Kwangai-Itea followed 
the Cantonese down the West 
River, were defeated and have now 
gone back. It fs their turn now 
to give up Wuchow and‘ the in- 
habitants, destring only protection 
no matter from whom, declare that 
they welcome the Cantonese again. 
It has to be remembered that some 
of the inhabitanta were killed by 


‘| the recent bomb attack launched 


by the Cantonese seroplanes. 

It fs apparent, however, that the 
Kwangal-ites are retiring Into the 
fastneases of Kwangst, whence 
the Cantonese may find it hard to 
dislodge them. The Ironsides 
have been pushed in thé extreme 
north-west of Kwangtung and are 
in’ a precarious position.

On 
December 11. large crowds as- 
sembled and, in apite of assur- 
ances that there was no intention 
of taxing the women, they pro- 
ceeded to loot and destroy pro- 
perty at various places in the 
neighbourhood of Aba and Opobo. 
Additional police were brought in 
to deal with the situation and 
were reinforced by detachments of 
the Royal West African Frontier 
Force. . 
No More Troops 
‘ On December 15 the Governor 
reported there were sufficient 
troops and police on the spot to 
deal with the situation. On Decem- 
ber 16 he reported that it had 
been necessary to introduce addi- 
tlonal troops and police, and the 
rioters had attacked officials at 
Opobo, where it had been neces- 
sary for the police to ‘fire, caus- 
ing 18 casualties, . which, he, re- 
gretted to say, were all women.

WHAT IS CHRISTIANITY?

~ Yesterday he denied committing

We cull the following from “The 
Pride of Achievement,” a, short 
account of the Development of the 
motor manufacturing industry of 
Great Britain, written by Mr.. H. 
Thornton Rutter and issued by. the 
Society of Motor Manufacturer’s 
and Tradens Limited :— ; 

According to Greck mythology, 
the charlot waa invented by Erich- 
thonius to conceal his feet which 
were thoie of a dragon. Hence the 
poct’s declaration “Seated in car, 
by him constructed first to hide his, 
hideous fect.” 

Whether this was the truth in re- 
gard to this fourth King of Athens 
who was deformed in his lower 
limbs, matters not to w3 nowadays 
but due to his invention of the 

| chariot and the manner of harnesa-

for their chariots and when Julius 
Caosar had conquered the country in 
B.C. 65 and during’ the Roman 
occupation for 500 years, tha most 
prized present from the Roman in 
Britain to his friends at Rome was 
a British chariot.

High Reputation 

As where does the modern 
charloteer seek, for the best car? 
Why in England, ag any schoolboy 
can tell such enquirers. 

A valuable agset in life is high 
reputation and good character whe- 
ther it be applied to individuals or 
to goods. It is a virtue to be 
cherished and cared for, to be 
jealously guarded against contami- 
nation, 

British goods have established a 
high reputation all over the world 
on account of their sterling value. 

No doubt the ancient Briton pre- 
ferred to ride or drive than walk 
on his feet so he did his best to pro- 
duce the most suitable vehicle. 1 
evidently was this or else ‘Suetonius 
and other Romans would not have 
started exporting them to other 
party of the Empire. 

We send our modern cars and 
commercial motors to-day to an even

The whole world $s indebted to 
Grent' Britain for finst producing 
the pneumatic tyre. But for this 
invention, little progress could have 
been made in motor road transport 
as the solid rubber tyre could not 
fully absorb the road shocks cauwied 
by uneven surfaces travelled over by 
the vehiclea, 

The pneumatic tyre gave comfort- 
able travelling ax well a3 swiftér 
moving vehicles, 

Motorists to-day are apt to forget 
the debt they owe on this account to 
the pioneer tyre makers for this 
British invention. 

The experience gained in solving 
the various troubles in the early 
tyre production ‘has placed Great 
Britain foremost in this. important 
Part of the equipment of the road 
motor, 

One hag only to refer to the 
existing world speed records, all 
made on British tyres, to realise 
their quality ‘must be the highest 
grade to withstand such strains,’ 

Improving the Vehicle. 

In the years from 1900 to 1912 
the passengers and drivers of motor 
vehicles were none too well shelter- 
ed from inclement weather condi- 
tions In open cars, the then prevail: 
ing type of. private carriage or in 
open “enbs” or the driver's front 
seats of commercial vehicles, 

The windscreen was an “extra” in. 
those days, and the motorlat had 
algo to buy such accessories as 
horns, clocks, ‘apeedometers, _ etc., 
and pay to have them fitted, instead 
of such equipment being included in 
the list price of the complete vehicle. 

The “spard wheel” wag another

ALLEGATION OF. ‘3RD DEGREE’ 


‘The laat case on the calendar 
for the Criminal Sessions was 
proceeded with this morning by 
His Honour the Puisne Judge (Mr. 
Justice J. R. Wood) at the Supreme ; 
Court, when Ip To, alias Ip To- 
tak was charged with robbing Ng 
Yung: of $30 in money, and Lam 
Kam of a gold chain, gold brace- 
let, gold finger ring, gold wrist, 
watch, gold watch, police whistle, 
two pairs of . gold earringa and 
$40 in money. 

Lo-Jeuk was charged with nid-

Also he did not chase the robbers. 

Forced to Confess © 

The second prisoner denied as- 
sisting the robbers to enter the 
floor. On his denial, accused al- 
leged he was held down by five! 
or six policemen who struck him 
and prodded his chest with trun- 
cheons to force him to confess. 
He further accused . Inspector 
Murphy of striking him over the 
eyes with a’ ruler to make him 
confess, '
